in 


bed, until all acute symptoms have 
subsided and danger passed. 


"AH cases of illness of this char- 


acter must -be placarded, whether it 
be crip or influenza, and the casei 
reported to the health officer with- 
in 24 hours. There are no indica- 
tions at present that public gather- 
ings should be prohibited, but the. 
influenza of last year should empha 


to all authorities having con- 


trol of public gatherings that all 
persons afflicted with severe colds or 
coughs, must be excluded. 


"This board does not desire to 


create any unusual alarm but does 
desire to emphasize the 
fact that 


we arc close to a dangerous con- 
dition and that 
every 
precaution 


should be put into effect to avoid 
the necessity for more stringent 
regulations."
